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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The Applicant has chosen to include dependent species claim 28 into the independent generic claim 17 without 
canceling the other species claims. It would take further consideration to separate out the different species groups of claims and then 
compare them to the species of claim 28 to see if there are conflicts of dependency and antecedent basis issues. 

The Applicant also argues the combination of the sound-proofing material of Sachse with the door panels of Beaulat. There appears to be 
confusion as to whether the sound-proof material of Sachse would replace or be emplaced next the material of Beaulat. There is also the 
confusion of whether the metal plate of Beaulat would replace or be emplaced next to the metal plate of Sachse. To clarify the questions, 
the end result of the combination would create an interior member comprising: a foundation body panel which has a first side and a 
second side, and which comprises a plurality of ribs at the second side, at least one space being defined by the ribs at the second side of 
the foundation body panel; an outer layer material provided at the first side of the foundation body panel;. a first sound absorbing member 
comprising a sound absorbing material provided between the outer layer material and the first side of the foundation body panel; and a 
metal plate provided at the second side of the foundation body panel, wherein the foundation body panel is fastened to the metal plate. 
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
